The jurisdiction consists of the'State of 
Nevada and the Territories of Idaho, 
Utub, Montana and Wyoming. 
The 


Order is steadily increasing here, as 
elsewhere all over the country, and bids 
fair in the near future to outnumber in 
membeiship any secret feociety iu the 
United States. It is composed mainly 
of the industrial classes, the bone and 
sinew of the land, and its works and 
symbolic illustrations are based upon 
mechanism and labor. It is a benefi- 
ciary institution, and 
entirely aloof 


from politics or denominational religion. 
Its members are cured for during sick- 
ness or disability, and the sum of $2,- 
000 is paid to the family or suoh per- 
sons as may be designated iu the policy 
upon the death of each member. 


RECUSIEBED LETTERS.—The Govsrn- 


ment does not undertake to guarantee 
the safe delivery of a registeied letter, 
but it does ngree that every possible 
precaution shall be taken to prevent its 
loss. "But," says Section 3,926 of Re- 
vised Statutes, "the Postvffice Depart- 
ment and its revenues, shull not be liable" 
for the loss of any mail matter on ac- 
count of its being registered." Every 
registered letter, however, is carefully 
guarded by a system of checks and re- 
ceipts, so that it is watched from the 
time of mailing to the time of delivery, 
and its possible loss can at any time be 
traced to the identical messenger or car- 
rier by whose negligence it may be lost. 
If a carrier, by culpable negligence, lose 
a registered letter, its value can be re- 
covered from his bondsmen, and the 
amount will be turned over to the per- 
son to whom the letter may have been 
addressed.
